MARCH QUARTER, 1955. 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,086, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0-2 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1954. 


Of the total marriages, 2,976 (or 4-3 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(110) is equivalent to 2-6 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,073, of which 7,745 
were those of males and 7,328 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 20-6 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-2 below that for the 
first quarter of 1954. 


The total includes 282 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-9 per cent of the total births 
tecorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,698; of this number, 6,259 were 
those of males and 5,439 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 16-0 per 1,000 of the population, being 1-8 above the rate 
for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 292, including 245 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 47 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter 
of 1954 were 299, 242 and 57 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first 
quarter of 1955 was 0-4 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-3 and all other forms 0-1. The corresponding rates for the first quarter of the preced- 
ing year were also 0-4, 0-3 and 0-1. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include one from scarlet 
fever, one from diphtheria, 13 from whooping cough, 3 from acute poliomyelitis, 4 from acute 
infectious encephalitis and 4 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as 
possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,201, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1-6 per 1,000 of the population. Neoplasms of the lymphatic and haematopoietic tissues have 
been included under this heading for the first time, in 1955, so that a comparable figure for the 
March Quarter of 1954 is not available. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 262 compared with 75 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1954. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 414 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 579. Corresponding figures in the March quarter of 
1954 were 362 and 500 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1-2 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 0-9 for the first 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality—There were 673 deaths of infants under one year of age and 401 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 45 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 27. For the corresponding quarter of 1954 the infant mortality rate 
was 49 and the neo-natal rate was 24 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1954 is 2,933,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,866, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-3 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0:3 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1954. 


Of the total marriages, 3,656 (or 5-3 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(210) is equivalent to 5-1 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,639, of which 8,541 
were those of males and 8,098 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 22-9 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-9 above that for the 
second quarter of 1954. 


The total includes 273 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-6 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,699; of this number, 5,198 were 
those of mtales and 4,501 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 13-3 per 1,000 of the population, being 1-2 above the rate 
for the second quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 236, including 198 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 38 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the second quarter 
of 1954 were 291, 235 and 56 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1955 was 0-32 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-27 and all other forms 0-05. The corresponding rates for the second quarter of the 
preceding year were 0-40, 0-32 and 0-08. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include one from scarlet 
fever, 3 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping cough, 2 from typhoid fever, 2 from infectious 
encephalitis and 5 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are 
given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,076, being equivalent to a rate 

of 1:5 per 1,000 of the population. Neoplasms of the lymphatic and haematopoietic tissues have 
been included under this heading for the first time, in 1955, so that a comparable figure for the 
June Quarter of 1954 is not available. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 252 compared with 63 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1954. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 288 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 424. Corresponding figures in the June quarter of 
1954 were 252 and 323 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1-1 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-0 for the second 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 595 deaths of infants under one year of age and 380 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 36 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 23. For the corresponding quarter of 1954 the infant mortality rate 
was 36 and the neo-natal rate was 21. | 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1955 is 2,909,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5,838, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 8-0 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0-5 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1954. ; 


Of the total marriages, 5,520 (or 8-0 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(318) is equivalent to 7-7 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 7

BIRTHS ‘ 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,674, of which 7,966 
were those of males and 7,708 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 21-6 per 1,000 of the population, the same as that for the 
third quarter of 1954. 


The total includes 288 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-8 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 
DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,403; of this nuntber, 4,002 were 
those of males and 3,401 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 10-2 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-3 below the rate 
for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.Deaths from this disease numbered 170, including 130 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 40 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter 
of 1954 were 226, 181 and 45 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1955 was 0-23 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-17 and all other forms 0-06. The corresponding rates for the third quarter of the 
preceding year were 0-31, 0-25 and 0-06. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include one from typhoid 
fever, 9 from whooping cough, 2 from acute poliomyelitis, and 4 from measles. Comparative 
figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 4 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,114, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1:5 per 1,000 of the population. As neoplasms of the lymphatic and haematopoietic tissues 
have been included under this heading for the first time, in 1955, comparable figures for the Sept- 
ember Quarter of 1954 are not available. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 30 compared with 13 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1954. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 145 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 203. Corresponding figures in the September quarter 
of 1954 were 177 and 232 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 0-9 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-1 for the third 
quarter of last year. 

Infant Mortality—There were 467 deaths of infants under one year of age and 274 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 30 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 17. For the corresponding quarter of 1954 the infant mortality rate 
was 30 and the neo-natal rate was 19. 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1955 is 2,909,000.

- MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,347, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-6 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0-1 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1954. 


Of the total marriages, 3,220 (or 4-7 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(127) is equivalent to 3-1 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,189, of which 7,230 
were those of males and 6,959 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19-5 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-5 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1954. 


The total includes 235 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-7 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,725; of this numtber, 4,205 were 
those of males and 3,520 those of females. : 


The equivalent annual rate was 10-6 per 1,000 of the population, being 1-0 below the rate 
for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 162, including 129 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 33from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter 
of 1954 were 218, 186 and 32 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1955 was 0-23 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-18 and all other forms 0-05. The corresponding rates for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding year were 0-29, 0-25 and 0-04. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include one from typhoid 
fever, 10 from whooping cough, 9 from diphtheria, and 2 from measles. Comparative figures for 
these diseases, sofar as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,168, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1-6 per 1,000 of the population. As neoplasms of the lymphatic and haematopoietic tissues 
have been included under this heading for the first timein 1955 comparable figures for the Dec- 
ember Quarter of 1954 are not available. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 20 compared with 28 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1954. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 224 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 249. Corresponding figures in the December quarter 
of 1954 were 238 and 291 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—vThe death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1-1 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-2 for the fourth 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality—There were 514 deaths of infants under one year of age and 327 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 36 per thousand births registered 
and the neo-natal rate was 23. For the corresponding quarter of 1954 the infant mortality rate 
was 37 and the neo-natal rate was 22. © 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1955 is 2,909,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 16,137 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-5 per thousand of the population ; this rate is 0-1 above that for 1954. Of the total marriages 
15,372 (or 5-6 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were cele- 
brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (765) 
is equivalent to 4-6 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 61,575 ccmpared with a provisional 
figure of 61,897 for 1954. The number of boys was 31,482 and the numberof girls was 30,093, the 
proportion being 1,046 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The annual birth rate was 21-2 per thousand population ; this rate being 0-1 above the 
rate for 1954. 

There were 1,078 illegitimate births in 1955, equivalent to 1-8 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1954 was 1,332 illegitimate births or 2-2 per cent of the total births, 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1955 was 36,525 which is 955 more than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 19,664 and the number of female deaths was 16,861. 

The annual death rate in 1955 was 12-6 per thousand population, being 0-5 above the rate for 
the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis 

Deaths from this disease in 1955 numbered 860 (702 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 158 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1954 were 1,034, 844 and 190 
respectively. The death rate from all forms thereof in 1955 was 0-29 per 1,000 population. 
Table II shows that there has been a steady downward trend in the number of deaths since 
1951. 


Other Infective Diseases 

The deaths from infective diseases include 14 from diphtheria, the greatest number since 
1948 when there were 30 deaths from this disease. Deaths from whooping cough also show an 
increase, being 39 in comparison with 32 in 1954. Other diseases from which an increase is 
shown in the deaths for 1955 as compared with 1954 are typhoid fever and acute infectious 
encephalitis. Deaths from measles show a decrease. 


Gastro Enteritis 

The number of deaths from gastro enteritis of children under 2 years of age was 152 compared 
with 172 in 1954. There has been a considerable decline in the deaths from this disease since 1949 
when the number was 490. 


Malignant Neoplasms 

The deaths from malignant neoplasms in 1955 numbered 4,559 and the rate per thousand 
population was 1-6. As neoplasms of the lymphatic and haematopoietic tissues were included 
under this heading in 1955 for the first time the rates and figures shown in Table II for 1955 
are not comparable with those for earlier years. 


Influenza 
The number of deaths from influenza for the year was 564, the greatest since 1951. 


Other Respiratory Diseascs | ; 
In 1955 there were 1,071 deaths from pneumonia and 1,455 deaths from other respiratory 
diseases. The corresponding figures in 1954 were 1,029 and 1,346. 


Maternal Mortality o 
There were 65 deaths from diseases and complications of pregnancy, childbirth and puer- 
perium. The death rate was 1-06 per thousand births compared with 1-05 in 1954. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 2,249 deaths of infants under one year of age and of these, 1,382 occurred at 
ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 37 per thousand births and the neo-natal rate 
was 22. These rates are the lowest recorded. 


Population 
The mid-year estimate of population for 1955 is 2,909,000.
